Chriftians, it is our duty conftantly to pray W E, the Bifhop aforefaid, have thought fir, by and 
with the advice and affiftance of fuch of our Clergy as we have had opportunity of confulting, to iffue 
this Injunction, hereby authorifing and requiring You, and every one of You, the Prefbyters 
and Deacons of the Church above mentioned, in the celebration of Divine Service, to make the follgw- 
ing alterations in the Liturgy and Offices of our Church, viz. 


I. Iw the fuffrages after the Creed, in morning and evening Prayer, inftead of O Lord fave the King, 
You are to read, O Lord fave the Church ; to which the congregation are to make the accuftomed 
refponfe, And mercifully bear us, &c. 


II. The prayer for the King, in the morning and evening fervice, to be left out; and the prayer 
for the Royal Family to be thus altered ; Almighty God, the fountain of all goodnefs, «ve humbly befecch 
thee to blefs the Governor and Rucers of this State ; endue them with thy Holy Spirit ;—and fo on as 
it now ftands. 


III. Inthe Litany the 15, 16, 17, 18th petitions to be omitted, and the petition for Bifhops, 
Priefts, and Deacons, immediately to follow that for the univerfal Church. The 20, and 21ft petitions 
to be thus read, That it may pleafe thee to endue the Governor and Rurers of this State, with grace, 
wifdom and underflanding. That it may pleafe thee to ble/s and keep the Fudges and inferior Magiftrates, 
giving them grace to execute juftice and to maintain truth. ‘Yo both which the ufual refponfe---/Ve 
befeech thee to bear us, good Lord,---is to be made by the congregation. 


IV. Inthe prayer for the whole ftate of Chrift’s Church, the part relating to Rulers and Minifters 
to be thus altered---We befeech thee alfo to fave and defend all Chriftian Kings, Princes, and Governors ; 
and grant that they, and all that are put in authority, may truly and imparttally minifter juftice, to the 
punifoment of wickedne/s and vice, and to the maintenance of true religion and virtue. Give grace, O 
beaveitly Father, to all Bifbops, Priefts, and Deacons, that they may---and fo on, as it now ftands. 


V. The prayers for the King that ftand before the Nicene Creed in the Communion fervice, to 
be omitted. 

VI. In the anfwer in the Catechifm to the queftion---What is thy duty towards thy neighbour ? 
for---to honor and obcy the King---fubftigute, to honor and obey my civil Rulers, to fubmit my/elf, &c. 


VII. * That during every feffion of the Great*and General Court, or Affembly, you do ufe the 


following colleét, in its proper place, both in morning and evening prayer. 
“ Moft gracious God, we humbly befeech thee, as for this State in general, fo efpecially for the great 
*¢ and general Court at this time affembled : That thou wouldft be pleafed to dire& and profper all 
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“* eftablifhed among us for all generations.

Preface 


This volume will provide a short-title list of the 3,000 tracts (some 
of them duplicates) in the first one hundred and eighty-eight volumes in the 
Archives of the Diocese of Connecticut, housed in the Trinity College Library 
in Hartford. Their value to the student of the seventeenth, eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries cannot be overemphasized, since the political, literary 
and apologetical issues of those periods were largely debated and won in 
pamphlet warfare. The Church historian, moreover, is so much indebted to 
early leaflets for many basic facts that an analyzed collection of this kind 
must invariably stimulate research in the department of parochial origins and 
growth. 


The original plan called for a terminal cross-reference index of parishes, 
persons, issues and themes, but lack of opportunity made that part of the proj- 
ect impossible at this time. (It may, of course, be undertaken later on as a 
separate ventures) The compilation as it stands is divisible into three sec- 
tions:
